” A New YorV paper has this to say about year- 
lings: “The system of gathering yearlings that 
are to race at the big eastern meetings has very 
much changed within the last few years. Form- 
erly the youngsters were sold at the farms 
where they were bred and tbs buyers were 
called upon to make extensive trips to purchase 
them. The largest sales were held at the ex- 
tensive breeding farms in Kentucky, Tennessee 
and other states, and the millionaire or bis 
agent was called npon to attend and do bis buy- 
ing. 

“Now the procedure is entirely changed. The 
young things are brenght to New York and dis- 
posed of at auction to the highest bidder. This 
system is mnch more admirable for the breeders, 
the buyer and the interest of the turf. The 
breeder gets a better price, the purchaser is 
saved the trouble of a trip to the farme, and as 
many are attracted to sales that often buy, new 
material is added to the turf every day, 

“ J . B. H aggin was the first to conceive the idea 
of bringing yearlings to New York for market, 
end since the day that King Tbcmae was sold 
for |M,000, tte big sales have always taken place 
in the vicinity of the metropolis. 

“The yonngsters quartered at the Sbeepehead 
Bay, Gravesend, Brighten Beach and Morris 
Park tricks ere owned by such men of wealth 
as P, Belmont, J. E. Seagram, B. B. Brown, 
John Daly and others. They are in the hands 
of such expert trainers as A. J. Joyner, P, Wim- 
mer, Frank McCabe, W, O. Scnlly and others* 
A large number of them are engaged in many 
of the two-year-old claEsics, to be run during 
the coming teeeon, and should their present 
good condition be maintained, next year’s two- 
year-old racing shcnld be first class. 

“The Whitney string are wintering at West- 
bury, L. I. ; the Keene’s at the Biookdale Farm, 
in New Jersey; the Fleiecbmann lot at Bast 
Millstone, N. J. ; the sxteniive J. B. Haggin 
eentingent at Monmouth Park; the A. Feather- 
etone string near Lexington, Ky., and the J. E. 
Madden lot at Hamburg Place, in the same 
state. When the epring opei s these cohorts of 
racers will move to the nearby tracks, and the 
courses will be taxed to the utmost limits to 
accommodate them.”
